Dre Daniel Dyke a puritan devine died about 1614 
was son of a divine who preached at Hempstead in Essex was 
there silenced for non=-conformity.e fis son Daniel grad- 
vated at Cambridge 1595 became Minister at Cogges Hall dn 
fissex, was Chaplain to the first Lod Harrington, tutor to 
the Princess Elizabeth. One of his sermons which has been 
preserved was preached before the Princess after the failure 
of the "Gun powder Plot" entitled "Comfortable Sermons upon 
the CXII Psalme. Being thankeful remembrances for God's 
wonderful deliverance of us from the Gun powder treason." 

Another sermon the mystery of selfe = deceiving or 
a discourse of the deceitfulnesse of men's hearts" Written 
by Daniel Dyke and published since his death by his brother 
Jeremiah Dyke 1642. In the Lennox Library may be seen an 
original copy of four sermons bound together in one volume. 
These sermons were translated into the Dutch and German Lan= 
guage, and many were brought to New England and are often ments 
ioned in early wills. The Rev. Jeremiah Dyke was @ promi- 
nent putitan Minister like his brother and died about 1620 
His son Daniel Dyke became more célebrated even than any of 
that. family of divines.

Inventor, born in Colebrooke, néar Brosely, County of

He died in that part of Iynn, now called Saugus, 16th of 
March , 1685, aged eighty-one. He was induced to come 
from Hammersmith, London, 1643, as a Master Mechanic, to 
establish the iren works, the First Toundry and Forge in 


the Colonies,

a3 we have civen them before. 

It is said his chief aim in coming to America 
was to forward his own inventive faculties. <A copy of the 
Pine Tree Coinage, produeed by him for the Colony is a pine 
tree in the centre, 1652, and the word "ins sachusetts" 
around the tree, and the reverse has the date, 1652 and 
XII which means twelve pence, and that was the coinage 
used for a very great period. 

The Commissioner of Patents of the United States, 
1846, pronounced the first improvement of seythes by him of 
the greatest utility and advantage in mowlng, and it had 
net been improved upon until the machines of the present 
horse drawing order were made. :

a history of the Baptist denomination in America, written 
py the Rev. David Benedict, the pastor of the Baptist 
church at Pawtucket, Rhode Island, published in 1815, in 
tuo volumes of about 1200 pages. This history cives a 
samptate sketoh of the founding of this church, and the 
material which appears in this genealory bas been drawn 
not only by the writer but by other genealogists from that 
history, and as tirs. Alice Dike Miller informs us that her © 
ancestors hoa written a history of the Baptists, whieh had 
been borrowed by Urs. Benedict at sone time, and never 
returned, we may say that the return comes nuw, from tne 
facet that we are enabled by that history to give not only 
a better gonealogy ef the Jenks family, but lvs connect ion 
“with the Baptist ehurch, which seems to have peen of the 
greatest importance to each.
